A M isrepresentation. 


On M arch 5th th e Crow W ing 
county com m issioners resolved to re­ 
q uest Hon. W. A. F lem ing to have 
the leg islature authorize them to levy 
a special tux on Cass county to pay 
half th e expense of the w ag on b ridg e 
over th e M ississippi 
at B rainerd. 
Such a privileg e would be a dow n­ 
rig h t steak as the b ridg e is of no 
practical benefit to any place b ut 
B rainerd, and not of any use to Cass 
county settlers as the line now is. 
R epresentative F lem ing m ay feel it 
his duty to com ply with tho req uest, 
and could not be censured if he did, 
under the circum stances; but we think 
no other m em ber from the 39th dis­ 
trict will feel called upon to sup p o rt 
th e m easure. 
T here is little dang er 
th a t Speaker C. H. G raves will vote 
for it.— M otley R eg ister. 
T he R eg ister in m aking the above 
public, either does pot know w hat he 
is talking about or w illfully m isre­ 
presents th e facts. 
T he comm ission­ 
ers of this county did pass a resolu­ 
tion req uesting Mr. Flem ing to secure 
leg islation to levy a special tax in 
Cass county, but not to pay h alf for 
the bridg e, b u t sim ply to share eq ual­ 
ly w ith Crow W ing county the cx- 
jiense of doing some repairs that are 
needed to save* the bridg e. 
Cass 
county paid one half of the cost of 
the b ridg e when it was constructed, 
and under th e act auth o rizing the 
construction of the b ridg e was to pay 
half of the cost of m aintaining the 
structure. 
Ag ain, the b ridg e was 
built for th e convenience of Cass 
county lum berm en and others, and 
not citizens of this city, and certainly 
they oug ht, and are w illing to bear 
the trifling expense of keeping the 
b ridg e in repair after having spent 
several thousand dollars of th eir own 
m oney to build it. 


A F rog S tory. 
The following is aa extract from 
th e advance sheets of Hon. E. W. 
D urant’s early history of M innesota: 
One day in th e spring of 1857, the 
year after I cam e to Stillw ater, I 
noticed a curious phenom enon, which, 
I believe, has not been treated at any 
leng th in th e scientific treatises or 
natural histories. 
An ag ed Italian 
nam ed Colum bus lived near the shack 
in which I cooked my own m eals that 
sum m er. 
One day he asked m e to g o 
fishing with him , and, as there were 
no Indians in sig ht, I th o ug ht it safe 
to leave my effects unprotected while 
I went for an hour or two. 
Colum bus 
took no bait except several small 
pieces of red flannel, and I noticed 
th at he had filed thu burb« from his 
fish hooks. 
I wondered at this, but 
when I sjxike to him on the subject 
he sim ply sm iled and said: 
"I catcha de frog .” 
On reaching a sm all lake about 
half a m ile from w here we were liv­ 
ing ', Colum bus baited a hook with 
some of the flanriei and w atched for 
a cast. 
On a lilly pod 15 feet away 
sat a m onster frog . 
His eyes bulg ed 
out like m iniature tea cups, and he 
had w arts on his body th e size of a 
m arble. 
C olum bus threw his hook 
tow ard him. 
T he frog em itted a 
sound not mil ike the bark of a young 
p rairie dog , and then he g ave one 
jum p and landed on the hook. 
C are­ 
fully rem oving him, Colum bus drew 
from his belt a sharp stiletto and 
holding the frog firmly, m ade a sharp 
incision just where the leg s joined 
the body. 
H e show ed m e th at the 
flesli of frog s is in layers, with a 
toug h tissue betw een each layer. H e 
carefully dissected the frog between 
two of these layers and entirely re­ 
moved the hind leg s, w ithout break­ 
ing the tissue. 
T he leg s he p ut in a 
basket and th e frog 's body he dropped 
g ently into th e w ater. 
The next frog 
he caug ht showed a curious develop­ 
m ent. 
His liody was larg e and 
plum p, b ut his hind leg s were not 
more th an three-q uarters of an inch 
long . 
“H e no g ood. 
I catcha him be­ 
fore.” said Colum bus, 
I inq uired what lie m eant aud then 
learned th at this was one of his 
reg ular fishing g rounds. 
H e had 
discovered th at if th e frog ’s leg s are 
rem oved carefully another set will 
g row. 
It seem ed alm ost incredible 
at first and I was not convinced until 
I h ad m yself m ade the experim ent 
several tim es. I found th a t C olum bus 
was rig ht, and I afterw ard ascertained 
th at there were frog s m th a t lake that 
had g row n no less th an five or six 
pairs of leg s, w hich the proprietor of 
the pond had carefully g arnered by 
m eans of his barbless Iiook and stiloto. 
T he fact was very interesting to me. 
and I found th at w ith proper care a 
new sot of leg s could be g row n on 
any healthy frog in from six to nine 
m onths. 
I found it a valuable lesson, 
for in the next j'ear or two 1 was en­ 
abled to supply m y hired m en w ith 
all th e frog s* leg s tfcey could eat at 
com paratively sm all co*i.

As predicted by the 
D is pat c h a 
couple of weeks ag o the N. P. and 
W isconsin C entral railroads have been 
consolidated, the N. P. com pany hav­ 
ing leased the latter road and all its 
branches for the term of ninety-nine 
years. 
T he following dispatch from 
Philidelphia tells the tale:

A re­ 
porter of the Inq uirer to-day learned 
from a well known railroad m an that 
the N orthern Pacific R ailroad com ­ 
pany has at last socurad control of 
the W isconsin C entral railroad, and 
thoug h it an entrance to Chicag o. 
T he directors of the com pany will 
hold a special m eeting m New York 
on W ednesday to form ally approve 
the lease, but it will be purely a 
form al m atter, as the directors are a 
unit on the q uestion, and the com pany 
is already in practical control of the 
W isconsin C entral’s lines. 
C. 
C. 
W heeler, form erly g eneral m anag er 
of the Atchison, Topeka A Santa Fe 
railroad, has spent three m onths in 
an exam ination of the 
W isconsin 
C entral company. 
H e went over 
every m ile of the m ain lino and its 
allied branches, inq uire into its re­ 
sources and traffic connections, and 
finally m ade a detailed inventory of 
the property, even down to the num ­ 
ber of g allons of oil in the supply 
shop. 
T he result of his investig ation 
has been com piled in an exhaustive 
report, which will be subm itted to the 
lxiard on W ednesday. 
In it he recites 
the reasons why the acq uisition of 
the W isconsin C entral road 


will be an advantage

T he Chicag o, B urling ton & Quincy, 
tho N orthw est, th e St. Paul and other 
lines entering at C hicag o are reaching 
out w estward for traffic, and will, in

tinental lines. 
T he Canadian Pacific 
has a Chicag o outlet ami so have all 
the Pacific coast lines. 
If the N orth­ 
ern Pacific is to m aintain its position 
it m ust have eq ual facilities, and Mr. 
W heeler sees no other line but the 
W isconsin CenUal th a t can afford the 
N orthern Pacific its needed outlet. 
The roa<t he says, is in first-class con­ 
dition, it possesses g ood term inals, 
has a g row ing local trade, and is self- 
supporting . 
W ith the influence of 
the interstate com m erce law to steady 
rates he believes the road will be a 
profitable one 
T he lease is for a 
com paratively short time, either for 
thirty-three 
or 
ninety-nine 
years. 
T he period has not been determ ined 
yet. 
It is an operating lease, that is, 
the N orthern Pacific is to o|**rate the 
road and {» ay as rental 35 per cent of 
the g ross receipts. 


A I’BO FIT ABLE INVESTMENT. 


President Oakes, after studying th e 
detailed reports presented by Mr. 
W heeler of the am ount and direction 
of traffic and of the oparating ex­ 
penses, has come to the conclusion 
thut the N orthern Pacific can operate 
the road for 00 per cent, and at the 
outside for 02. 
He believes the N orth­ 
ern Pacific can m ake a profit on the 
lease independently of the advantag e 
accruing to the com pany from the 
possession of a throug h line.

oblig ations, and. in fact, g uarantees j 
nothing at all. except the prom pt 
paym ent of the rental. 
T he lease* 
adds to the N orthern Pacific system 
767 m iles of road, including 344 m iles 
of the W isconsin C entral railroad, 187 
m iles of leased lint** and 2:16 of a f­ 
filiated roads. 
W ith it also comes the 
possession of the extensive term inal 
facilities at Chicag o form erly owned 
by the Chicag o A G reat W estern rail­ 
road, which are constantly increasing 
in value, as well as the very valuable 
term inals at Milwaukee*.

A Wonderful Oak. 
Th# *re i« a remarkabU* white oak 
a t Salem, .N. J. It atantlH in the 
btirjing -g roaml of the Society of 
Friends. 1 can not learn th at any 
one knows itftajre exactly, bat it in 
m id to b-*at least 200 yenre old. It 
is a wonderful tree for its size nnd 
symmetry, and for the wreat number 
and spread of its branches. It w as 
measured in 1*H4, and was then *(> ! 
feet hig h; the trunk was 18 feet 4 I 
inches in g irth, and the spread of the 
branches was 360 feet in cireumfer- j 
ence. The circle covered by tln-m 
was 114 feet in diameter and its area ; 
10.207 sq uare feet. I am indebt**d 
to the courtesy of Mr. II. M. Rumsejr 
for these measurement*. 
To see this tree is well worthy a 
j summerday’s journey from Philadel- 
| phia to Salem. Any su» h tree is a 
i credit to the town in which it stands. 
Its existence indicates a deg ree of 
| civilization, nn appreciation of the 
! beauty nnd majesty of noble tree# . 
which is by no means so g eneral in 
j our country as is desirable. In too 
j many places such insensibility and 
i vandalism prevail that no treejm s 
: a chance to attain to imposing pro- 
■ portions, the l» enuty of complete 
: development, or the interest which

D eath of Justice Stanley M atthew s 
o f the Federal Suprem e 
Court. 


Washington . March 22.—Associate Justice 
Stanley Matthews, of the United States su­ 
preme court, uied at 10:55 o'clock this 
morning . The last chang e in his condition 
occurred yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
In the morning he bad been feeling q uite 
comfortable and cheerful At that hour, how­ 
ever, the intense strain which maiked the 
periods of decline occurred and held him un­ 
til death broug ht relief. Dr. William W. John­ 
son was summoned, and finding his patient 
» uttering ko intensely administered opiates, 
which, toward morning , induced a state of 
eemi-conscioudness, in which he remained 
•until the end. Occasionally he would par* 
tiially revive and recog nize the lovsd cues 
near him by a g lance or pressure Of the 
hand, 
but 
a relapse soon 
followed. 
.For 
a 
number 
of 
hours 
previous 
to 
death 
he 
was practically uncon­ 
scious. 
In 
b sr last hours the 
dying 
justice was aurrounded by members of hii 
family, who have been with him throug hout 
fc*s illness. Mra Matthews, his daug hteis, 
■Miss Matthews and Misa Eva Matthews, and 
his son, Paul Matthews, and C. B. Matthews, 
¡his brother, of Cincinnati. Dr. Johnson was 
ailso dresent. 
The 
reports of Justice 
Matthew» ’ condition during the oast week had 
a*een of such a cheering nature that appre 
tension was in a g reat measure subdubd, 
Jind the news of his death came with a shock, 
« even to many who had been prepared for 
the announcement at any time during the 
w inter. The justice was ever a

.■and naturally the members of his family en- 
« deavored to be as cheerful and hopeful as he, 
and it was owing to his owu belief that tho 
favorable reports of the past week were 
g iven to those who inq uired after his health. 
Only yesterday morning Justice Matthew« 
was discussing with his family various piaus 
for the future, wbeu he should be ab:ey as in 
the past, to take part in their execution. 
‘‘But at no time since his return to Washing , 
ton,” saia one of the family this morning , 
“have we really felt that there was hopd 
of his recovery,” The funeral wiil probably 
take t>!ace« t Ip, m. Monday. Tho remains 
will be interred in the family lot, Spring Grovi 
cemetery, Cincinnati, but « j-etails will not 
1/e perfected until tlie arrival of the desd 
ijuriai’s oldest son. Mortimer Matthews, a 
Jawyer of Cincinnati, and his young est 
slaug hter, f trace, wife of Horace Cleavelaud, 
assistant Uffited States district attorney at 
Cincinnati and nephew of Justice I! aria» . 
The eng ag ement of Miss Mathews e.m! Jus­ 
tice Gray was announced this Week, and tho 
marriag e was exjiecied to occur shortly. lu 
the United States supreme court itmnedi. 
ately u on assembling the chief justice an­ 
nounced the death of Justice Matthews, and 
us a mark of respect to his memory the court 
at journed until Tuesday next The senate 
also adjourned upon receiving the announce- 
nniii. of Justice Matthews’ death in a com- 
annof cation from Chief Justice Fuller. 


HIS ILLNESS. 
Justice Matthews has been an invalid for a 
yenr or more During the winter of 1887- 
1888 he freq uently complained of indig es- 
t on and muscular rheumatism and as the 
spring wore q n beg an to suffer from obsti­ 
nate diarrbr» *, from which he lost a g reat 
ileal of streng th and flesh. At this time it was 
U ^ug ht that his g reat devotion to work was 
I !> a larg e deg ree responsible for his i lne« s, 
as no doubt it wa« \ ami acting upon the ad­ 
vice of his physician and friends, who had 
g ient hopes that a chang e of air mig ht 
prove a la-t ng benefit, he went to Mas­ 
sachusetts, stopping for some time at Lenox 
and then at Nantucket, but he cont.nued to 
fose g round. During the summer he had 
several attacks ot muscular rheumatism as­ 
sociated with hig h fever which wouid confine 
>niiu to bis bed for several days at a lime. 
* Jn his return home he beg an to improve 
somewhat, but he continued toeufttr from 
■the intercurrent attacks, which always 
g reatly reduced h.s streng th and flesh. T he’se 
came on at intervals of three or four weeks. 
Betweea them he would have periods of 
marked improvement, and several times 
when Dr. Johnston was confidently hoping 
to be able to g et him out another attack 
would prostrate him and leave him weaker 
than ever. Daring la« t February he suffered 
g reatly with a complication of cystitis and 
iritis. About tbis time an ulcer of the cornea 
appeared, with an effusion into the pleural 
cavity, which were attributable to his rheu­ 
matic condition. 
He recovered, however, 
from both of these lalt-r complications. For 
about eig ht weeks previous io his final ill­ 
ness be h -d been absolutely free from pain, 
and his physician and family had g reat hopes 
of his ultimate recovery. That hope was 
modified, however, by the fact that while he 
had a g ood appetite and g ood dig estion he 


DID NOT GAIN IN FLESH, 
althoug h his streng th improved daily. At 
this time he sat up during a part of each day 
and walked about his room and into the 
other rooms on the same floor. But about 
the 4t.h of March he had an acute attack of 
hig h fever, which lasted several davs, and 
which vj ry much exh mstod him 
After this 
passed off he 6eetred to be improving , with 
a return of appetite, but a recurrence of the 
chills and fever associa.ed with cystitis still 
further added to h « exhaustion and debility. 
Duiing all of this time, his pulse was exceed­ 
ing ly feeble and the action of the heart was 
sustained only by remedies administered for 
that purpose. Yesterday afternoon he had a 
prolong ed chill and hig h fever, which broug ht 
on intense local suffering . This was fol­ 
lowed in a few hours by another chill from 
which he could not rally. He continued to 
Jose streng th and died a few minutes after 
ID o'clock this morning . 
The immediate 
•cause of death was exhaustion of the heart 
■and cong estion of the kidneys, with a partial 
¡suppreS'ion of the urine Besides his reg u­ 
lar attendant, Dr. Wili am W. Johnston, 
other eminent physicians, including Dr. Will­ 
iam I’epper of Philadelphia and Dr. N. 8 
Lincoln of Washing ton, were called in con­ 
sultation from time to time. The arrang e­ 
ments for the funeral were practically 
completed this eyeuing . 
Relig ious serv­ 
ices will be beld at his late residence 
on Connecticut avenue Monday afternoon at 
1 o’clock. They will be brief and simp'e, 
» nd will be conducted by Rev. Dr. liauilm, 
pastor of the Church of the C-jveuant. The 
remains will be leinoved to the Baltimore A 
Ohio station for transportation to Glendale, 
Ohio, by way of Cincinnati. Relig ious serv­ 
ices wiil be held there at Christ Episcopal 
church under the conduct of Rev. Dr. Price, 
the rector, Tuesday afternoon, and the re­ 
mains w ill then bo removed to 8pring Grove 
cemetery for interment. Members of the 
supreme court w l.i accompany the remains 
as honorary pall b« arers and the messeng ers 
of the court will be the nc’ive pill bearers.

Killed on the Track. 


The foreman of the section which 
ex tends south from this city on the 
Northern Pacific, broug ht the news 
on Monday morning that he had 
found the remains of a man on the 
track about a mile and a half this side 
of Crow Wing . Coroner Cross was 
immediately notified, and tog ether 
with Dr. W. Hemsted, Undertaker 
Dean and the writer, proceeded to 
the place indicated by the section 
foreman. The remains were unknown 
to any of the party and were in a 
horrible state of mulitation, the body 
having been crushed by the cruel 
wheels of some passing train into a 
thousand pieces. 
A jury was sum­ 
moned and the testimony of the sec­ 
tion men taken, the verdict being in 
substance that the deceased came to 
his death by being run over by a 
Northern Pacific train during the 
nig ht of the 24th or the morning of 
the 25th. and no blame was attached 
to the conq iany. 
The liody was lying 
across the west rail and frag ments of 
his clothes were strewn for some rods 
along the track; on the track also was 
found some g old and silver coin and 
a five dollar bill, amounting in all to 
$15.85. The remains were picked up 
and placed in a coffin and broug ht to 
the undertaking rooms of Losey 
k 
Dean, where they were viewed by 
many, and among the curious was 
Charles Shonteil, who lives in Crow 
Wing , and who had a desire to see if 
th« * remains were not those of a man 
who had called at his house on Sun­ 
day evening and asked for shelter 
during the nig ht 
His suspicious 
Were correct and he identified the 
man as being the same. 
Mr. Shontell 
-tates that when the man called him 
out that evening , he stated that he 
was sick and wanted a place to sleep 
and as he was talking he fell to the 
g round but revived, and he was g iven j 
a comfortable place to rest in and 
also some warm drink. 
In the morn­ 
ing he was g one, and had left without 
notifying the Shontell family. 
From 
this statement the conclusion is ar­ 
rived at that the man. who has since 
proved to be Mr. F. Krath, of Deer- 
wood, g ot up in the nig ht and wan­ 
dered out on the track and was unable 
to g o farther and that an incoming 
train ran over him. 
Mr. R. F. Walters, who runs a boot 
and shoe establishment on 6th street, 
identified the remains as those of F. 
Krath, and stated that he had worked 
for him in his repairing shop since 
the middle of January. On Saturday 
at alx mt 11 o’clock in the forenoon he 
g ot up from his work and put on his 
coat and went out of the back door 
without saying anything and he did 
not return. 
Mr. Walters is of the 
opinion that the old g entleman’s mind 
was affected and in a fit of temporary 
abberation he wandered oat towards 
Crow Wing where he met his untime­ 
ly death. 
The deceased had lived at Deer- 
wood some tune. coming there from

radical benefit to any place but 
rainerd, and not of any use to Cass 
county settlers ad the lino now is. 
Representative Fleming may feel it 
his duty to comply with the request, 
and could not be censured if he did, 
under the circumstances; but we think 
no other member from the 39th dis­ 
trict will feel called upon to support 
the measure. There is little danger 
that Speaker C. H. Graves will vote 
for it.—Motley Register. 
The Register in making the above 
public, either does pot know what he 
is talking about or willfully misre­ 
presents the facts. 
The commission­ 
ers of this county did pass a resolu­ 
tion requesting Mr. Fleming to secure 
legislation to levy a special tax in 
Cass county, but not to pay half for 
the bridge, but simply to share equal- 
Iv with Crow Wing county the ex­ 
pense of doing some repairs that are 
needed to save the bridge. 
Cass 
county paid one half of the cost of 
the bridge when it was constructed, 
and under the act authorizing the 
construction of the bridge was to pay 
half of the cost of maintaining the 
structure. 
Again, the bridge was 
built for the convenience of Cass 
county lumbermen and others, and 
| not citizens of thus city, and certainly 
they ought, and are willing to bear 
the trifling expense of keeping the 
bridge in repair after having spent 
several thousand dollars of their own 
money to build it. 


A Frog Story. 
The following is aa extract from 
the advance sheets of Hon. E. W. 
Durant’s early history of Minnesota: 
One day in the spring of 1857, the 
year after I came to Stillwater, I 
noticed a curious phenomenon, which. 
I believe, has not been treated at any 
length in the scientific treatises or 
natural histories. 
An aged Italian 
named Columbus lived near the shack 
in which I cooked my own meals that 
summer. One day he asked me to go 
fishing with him, and, as there were 
no Indians in sight, I thought it safe 
to leave my effects unprotected while 
I went for an hour or two. Columbus 
took no bait except several small 
pieces of red flannel, and I noticed 
that he had filed the barbs from his 
fish hooks. 
I wondered at this, but 
when I spoke to him on the subject 
he simply smiled and said: 
”1 catcha de frog.” 
On reaching a small lake about 
half a mile from where we were liv­ 
ing, Columbus baited a hook with 
some of the flannel and watched for 
a cast. On a lilly pod 15 feet away 
sat a monster frog. 
His eyes bulged 
out like miniature tea cups, and he 
had warts on his body the size of a 
marble. Columbus threw his hook 
toward him. 
The frog emitted a 
sound not unlike the bark of a young 
prairie dog, and then ho gave one 
jump and landed on the hook. Care­ 
fully removing him, Columbus drew 
from his belt a sharp stiletto and 
holding the frog firmly, made a.sharp 
incision just where the legs joined 
the body. 
He showed me that the 
flesh of frogs is in layers, with a 
tough tissue between each layer. He 
carefully dissected the frog between 
two of these layers and entirely re­ 
moved the hind legs, without break­ 
ing the tissue. 
The legs ho put in a 
basket and the frog’s body he dropped 
gently into the water. The next frog 
he caught showed a curious develop­ 
ment. 
His body was large and 
plump, but his hind legs were not 
more than three-quarters of an inch 
long. 
“He no good. 
I egtcba him be­ 
fore," said Columbus. 
I inquired what he meant aud then 
learned that this was one of his 
regular fishing grounds. 
He had 
discover • I that if the frog’s legs are 
removed carefully another set will 
grow. 
It seemed almost incredible 
at first and I was not convinced until 
I had myself made the experiment 
several times. I found that Columbus 
was right, and J afterward ascertained 
that there were frogs in that lake that 
had grown no less than five or six 
pairs of leg*, which the proprietor of 
the pond had carefully garnered by 
means of his barbless hook and stiloto. 
The fact was very interesting to me. 
and I found that with proper care a 
new sot of legs could be grown on 
any fiealtiiy frog in from six to nine 
months. 
I found it a. valuable lesson, 
for in the next year or two I was en­ 
abled to supply my hired men with 
all the frogs* legs tfiey could eat at 
comparatively small cost. 


Thinks It is Time. 
Supt. Greene of this city, had the 
following to say to a Duluth Herald 
reporter concerning the proposed 
consolidation.

Even this early 1 see 
the mention of this matter has raised 
Cenral stock several points. 
“It would be most important for 
Duluth. 
Shipments via Duluth over 
this line can be made to more ad­ 
vantage ihau through 
St. 
Paul, 
especially on freight going beyond 
Fargo. Therefore it would be neces­ 
sary for us to increase our wearhouse 
and terminal facilities, employ more 
help. 
But what is of equal interest 
is to have the council pass the Sixth 
avenue bill, 
Then the public need 
not kick about poor depots and we 
can give you traveling facilities equal 
with the importance of this great 
city.” 


They Have Been Consolidated. 
As predicted by the D is p a t c h a 
couple of weeks ago the N. P. and 
Wisconsin Central railroads have been 
consolidated, the N. P. company hav­ 
ing leased the latter road and all its 
branches for the term of ninety-nine 
years. 
The following dispatch from 
Philidelphia tells the tale: 


P h il a d e l p h i a , 
March 24.—A re­ 
porter of the Inquirer to-day learned 
from a well known railroad "man that 
the Northern Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany has at last securad control of 
the Wisconsin Central railroad, and 
though it an entrance to Chicago. 
The directors of the company will 
hold a special meeting in New York 
on Wednesday to formally approve 
the lease, but it will be purely a 
formal matter, as the directors are a 
unit on the question, aud the company 
is already in practical control of the 
Wisconsin Central’s lines. 
C. C. 
Wheeler, formerly general manager 
of the Atchison, Topeka A Santa Fe 
railroad, has spent three months in 
an examination of the Wisconsin 
Central company. 
Ho went over 
every mile of the main line and its 
allied branches, inquire into its re­ 
sources and traffic connections, and 
finally made a detailed inventory of 
the property, even down to the num­ 
ber of gallons of oil in the supply 
shop. The result of his investigation 
has been compiled in an exhaustive 
report, which will be submitted to the 
board on Wednesday. 
In it he recites 
the reasons why the acquisition of 
the Wisconsin Central road 


w il l b e a n a d v a n t a g e 


to the Northern Pacific company. 
The Chicago, Burlington A Quincy, 
the Northwest, the St. Paul and other 
lines entering at Chicago are reaching 
out westward for traffic, and will, in 
his opinion, 
ultimately reach the 
Pacific coast and become transcon­ 
tinental lines. The Canadian Pacific 
has a Chicago outlet and so have all 
the Pacific coast lines. 
If the North­ 
ern Pacific is to maintain its position 
it must have equal facilities, and Mr. 
Wheeler sees no other line but the 
Wisconsin CenUal that can afford the j 
Northern Pacific its needed outlet, j 
The road, he says, is in first-class con- j 
dition, it possesses good terminals, j 
has a growing local trade, and is self- 
supporting. 
With the influence of j 
the interstate commerce law to steady * 
rates he believes the road will be a 
profitable one 
The lease is for a j 
comparatively short time, either for 
thirty-three 
or ninety-nine years. 
The period has not been determined 
yet. 
It is an operating lease, that is. 
the Northern Pacific is to oj>erate the 
road and i>ay as rental 35 per cent of 
the gross receipts. 


A PROFITABLE in v e s t m e n t . 


President Oakes, after studying the 
detailed reports presented by Mr. 
Wheeler of tin* amount and direction 
of traffic and of the oparating ex­ 
penses, has coxne to the conclusion 
that the Northern Pacific can operate 
the road for 00 per cent, aud at the 
outside for 02. 
He believes the North­ 
ern Pacific can make a profit on the 
lease independently of the advantage 
accruing to the company from the 
possession of a through line. Of 
course, all the Northern Pacific’s 
Chicago business will be thrown upon 
the Wisconsin Central s lines instead 
of being divided up between all the 
roads running between Chicago and 
St. 
Paul. 
The 
Northern 
Pacific 
makes no guarantee as to interest | 
upon the Wisconsin Central company’s j 
obligations, and. in fact, guarantiees j 
nothing at all. except the prompt 
payment of the rental. 
The lease ; 
adds to the Northern Pacific system I 
767 miles of road, including 344 miles I 
of the Wisconsin Central railroad, 187 
miles of leased lines and 236 of af­ 
filiated roads. 
With it also comes the j 
possession of the extensive terminal 
facilities at Chicago formerly owned 
by the Chicago A Great Western rail­ 
road, which are constantly increasing 
in value, as well as the very valuable 
terminals at Milwaukee. 
The North­ 
ern Pacific executive committee, to 
which the lease was referred, has 
studied most, carefully Mr. Wheeler’s 
report and will report upon it most 
favorably, and the opinion of the 
other members of the board has al­ 
ready been expressed in favor of the 
measure.

George Bertram, the engineer, saw 
him fall, and having air brakes, ap­ 
plied them, and stopped the engine 
inside of ten feet. 
Had it not been 
for Mr. Bertram’s quickness and 
presence of mind, Brooks would un­ 
doubtedly have been run over and 
horribly mangled. 
Brooks was im­ 
mediately taken to the Sanitarium, 
where his leg was amputated above 
the knee. 
He is now doing nicely, 
and unless blood-poisoning sets in he 
will speedily recover. 
Brooks is a 
married man, having a wife and two 
small children, who live near the 
opera house in this city.

A F r o g S t o r y . 
The following is aa extract from 
the advance sheets of Hon. E. W. 
Durant’s early history of Minnesota: 
One day in the spring of 1857, the 
year after I came to Stillwater, I 
noticed a curious phenomenon, which. 
I believe, has not been treated at any 
length in the scientific treatises or 
natural histories. An aged Italian 
named Columbus lived near the shack 
in which I cooked my own meals that 
summer. One day he usked me to go 
fishing with him. and, as there were 
no Indians in sight, I thought it safe 
to leave my effects unprotected while 
I went for an hour or two. Columbus 
took no bait except several small 
piecer) of red flannel, and I noticed 
that he had filed the barbu from his 
fish hooks. 
I wondered at this, but 
when I si>oke to him on the subject 
he simply smiled and said: 
"I catella de frog.” 
On reaching a small lake about 
half a mile from where we were liv­ 
ing. Columbus baited a hook with 
some of the flannel aud watched for 
a east. On a lilly pod lo feet away 
sat a monster frog. 
His eyes bulged 
out like miniature tea cups, and he 
had warts on his body the size of a 
marble. Columbus threw' his hook 
tow'ard him. 
The frog emitted a 
sound not unlike the bark of a young 
praine dog, and then he gave one 
jump and landed on the hook. Care­ 
fully removing him, Columbus drew 
from his belt a sharp stiletto and 
holding the frog firmly, made a sharp 
incision just where the legs joined 
the body. 
He showed me that the 
flesh of frogs is iii layers, with a 
tough tissue between each layer. He 
carefully dissected the frog between 
two of these layers and entirely re­ 
moved the hind legs, without break- 1 
ing the tissue. 
The legs he put in a 
basket and the frog’s body he dropped 
gently into the water. The next frog 
lie canght showed a curious develop­ 
ment. 
His lx>dy was large and 
plump, but his hind legs were not 
more than three-quarters of an inch 
long. 
“He no good. 
I eetcha him be­ 
fore,” said Columbus. 
I inquired what lie meant and then 
learned that this was one of his 
regular fishing grounds. 
He had 
discovered that if the frog’s legs are 
©move I carefully another set will 
•row. 
it seemed almost incredible 
at fir"! and I was not convinced until 
s had myself made the experiment 
several times. I found that Columbus 
was right, and I afterward ascertained 
that the-re were frogs in that lake that 
had grown no less than five or six 
pairs of legs, which the proprietor of 
the pond had carefully garnered by 
means of his barbless hook and stiloto. 
The fact was very interesting to me. 
and I found that with proper care a 
new sot of legs could be grown on 
any healthy frog iii from six to nine 
months. I found it.a valuable lesson, 
for in the next year or two I was en­ 
abled to supply my hired men with 
all the frogs' legs they could eat at 
comparatively small coni.

They Have Been Consolidated. 
As predicted by the Dispatch a 
couple of weeks ago the N. P. and 
Wisconsin Central railroads have been 
consolidated, the N. P. company hav­ 
ing leased the latter road and all its 
branches for the term of ninety-nine 
years. Tho following dispatch from 
Philidelphia tells the tale: 
Philadelphia, March 24.—A re­ 
porter of the Inquirer to-day learned 
from a well known railroad man that 
the Northern Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany has at last securad control of 
the Wisconsin Central railroad, and 
though it an entrance to Chicago. 
The directors of the company will 
hold a special meeting rn New York 
on Wednesday to formally approve 
tho lease, but it will be purely a 
formal matter, as the directors are a 
unit on the question, and the company 
is already in practical control of the 
Wisconsin Central’s lines.

London, March 27.—John Bright died to-dav. 
His end was p e a c e fu l and painless, lie had lain 
In a comatose condition since yesterday. All of 
ids 
family were present at his death-bed: 
Ih e funeral will take place ou S turday. The 
interment 
will be in the Quaker's burying 
ground at Rochdale. The ceremonies will be 
as private as possible. The sculptor. Bruce

John Rright was born near Itochedale, Eng­ 
land, Nov. 18, 1811. 
Ats>ut 1840 ho became a 
personal and lmliiical friend of Richard Oobden 
and gamed distinction as an orator of the anti- 
corn law le«gn«. In advocacy of which he ad - 
dressed many public meeuug*. He was elected a

At'er 
the reforiu bill < f Russell ^nd Gladstone had 
been refi-cted bv the hou*eof common* in 1808, 
Mr. Bright advocated the cause of el* doris* re-

After a lengthy chat Pete hade b m good 
night and retired. 
Half an hour ialer the 
death watch looked iato the cell and Pete 
w as sleeping *ound;y. 
It was very evident 
th at Pete had become rcconcJed to his im­ 
pending fate. 
ILs sleep seemed to be as 
sound aud peaceful as th at of an innocent 
babe. 
The prisoners in the two tiers below hed 
ail retired for the night, the Barrefts were 
also as'eep, and there was a deathlike quiet 
•bout the jail, which was only relieved by 
the occasional changing of the heavy iron 
doors as the deputies paused in aud out 
to take 
a 
quiet 
look and aee th a t 
all 
was 
well. 
Tne 
men 
who 
were 
to walk to the gallow s rem ained in bed all 
morning. Pete slept rem arkably well, aud 
never stirred or gave other evidence that his 
ratnd was shadow ed by the gloom of his im ­ 
pending fate Tim did not sleep ao w ell He 
was rather restless at rimes, and turned and 
roiled in hi* narrow bed. 
He d*d not appear 
to be aw ake, however.

Pete B arrett’s first waking was about 6:15 
o’clock. He sat up in bed, and, after rubbing 
Lis eyes, gianced through the lattice work 
and saw by the white early-m orn sunlight 
that the cay of his departure from earth was 
to be a beautiful one indeed. Deputy b eriff 
Jam es Hines had relieved Deputy WaiL Pete 
greeted his new' w atchm an witn a pleasaut 
“Good m orning." Despite ail the discourag­ 
ing words lie bad heard Thursday evening, 
the young prisoner stiil felt a g.im m er of 
hope, for he usxed in a most anxious and yet 
skeptical m anner: 
Have yon heard anythin* from the governor? 
The depu'.y answ ered :n the negative, and 
then said: 
Pete, it’s early yet. and you might as well lie 
and rest an hour ionger. 
Early in the m orning F.ev. Father Corbett 
came in quietly, and. with only a pleusant 
word for the officers on duty, quickly w ent 
to the men to whose sniritual needs he was 
m inistering. The condem ned men greeted 
the reverend gentlem an pleasantly. 
If looks 
indica.ed an t thing, the prisoners were cer­ 
tainly pleased to see the earnest young 
clergyman. 
In the seclusion nnd quiet of 
their cells holy com m union was adm inisterd 
to bo h men. They partook of the sacram ent 
with more earnestness and feeling, theprieet 
said, than they bad before shown. 
After the 
sacram ent was adm inistered, the prisoners, 
in response to question*, said they now pre­ 
ferred to eat breakfast. A deputy w ent out 
and at 7:30 o’clook returned w ith the m ost 
elaborate menu served the m en during their 
eighteen month*’ confinement. The meal 
consisted of toast, fried e gs, cranberry 
sauce, jelly cake, bananss. pte and coffee. 
T hrough respect lor Friday, no m eat was 
served. 
'Ihe brothers ate quite heartily, as 
they have done aii along. 
L ater in the 
m orning Rev. Henry McGoirick entered the 
jail and w ent direct to the prisoners. The 
tw'o priests were adm inistering advice to the 
prisoners, when, about 9:30 o'clock. Messrs 
Erwin, Donahue and Byrnes, counsel for the 
condem ned men, entered the jail office. After 
a hurried handshaking w ith deputies and re­ 
porters the counsel w ent to the.r unfortunate 
clieuts. 
Thoso who thought 4iiat possibly 
the attorneys might- briug good tidings to 
Pete, even at this late hour, had that thought 
dispelled us soon as they caught sight of Mr. 
Erwin.

A Wonderful Oak. 
There is a remarkable white oak 
a t .Salem, N. J. It stands in the 
burying-ground of the Society of 
Friends. I can not learn th a t any 
one knows its age exactly, but it is 
said to b eat least 200 years old. It 
is a wonderful tree for its size nnd 
symmetry, and for the great number 
and spread of its branches. It was 
measured in 1884, and was then 80 
feet high: the trunk was 18 feet 4 
inches in girth, and the spread of the 
branches was 300 feet in circumfer­ 
ence. The circle covered by them 
was 114 feet in diameter and its area 
10,207 square feet. I am indebted 
to the courtesy of Mr. H. M. Rumsey 
for these measurements. 
To see this tree is well worth v a 
summerda v’s journey from Philadel­ 
phia to Salem. Any such tree is a 
credit to thetow nin which it stands. 
Its existence indicates 
a degree of 
civilization, an appreciation of the 
beauty and majesty of noble trees, 
which is by no means so general in 
our country as is desirable. In too 
many places such insensibility nnd 
vandalism prevail th at no tree Jias 
a chance to attain to imposing pro­ 
portions, the lienuty of complete 
development, or the interest which 
attaches to great age. I am sorry 
to say th at this fine tree has been 
seriously injured within the last few 
years by neglect of the wounds made 
by the removal of several large 
branches. The large cut ot surfaces 
are ex posed to the weather and to 
the attack of enemies of all kinds, 
without any protection whatever. 
They should have l>een covered at 
once with a thick coat of coal-tar 
or paint, While unshielded they in­ 
vite the entrance of the spores of 
various fungi, or toad-stooU. which 
will ultimately destroy the tree. 
Their 
mycelium 
is 
a 
perennial 
growth, and spreads through the 
sound wood until the entire tree is 
inoculated with a fatal disease. It 
is probable that, in a few years, this 
grand tree will begin to show symp­ 
toms of decav.

Among the mines here is the Sun­ 
set, fahieh was discovered two yeara 
ago by Miss Mina Ingraham , a step­ 
daughter of Mr. Meylette. Wander­ 
ing out from camp one day, she re­ 
turned with a few specimens which 
she had picked up.

A Wonderful Oak. 
There is a remarkable white oak 
a t Salem, N. J. It stands in the 
burying-ground of the Society of 
Friends. I can not learn th at any 
one knows its age exactly, but it is 
said to beat least 200 years old. It 
is a wonderful tree for its size and 
symmetry, and for the great number 
and spread of its branches. It was 
measured in 1884, aud was then 80 
feet high; the trunk was 18 feet 4 
inches in girth, and the spread of tile 
branches was 300 feet in circumfer­ 
ence. The circle covered by them 
was 114 feet in diameter and its area 
10,207 square feet. I am indebted 
to the courtesy of Mr. II. M. Rumney 
for thesemeasurements. 
To see this tree is well worthy a 
s urn me rd ay’s journey from Philadel­ 
phia to Salem. Any such tree is a 
credit to thetow nin which it stands. 
Its existence indicates 
a degree of 
civilization, an appreciation of the 
beauty and majesty of noble trees, 
which is tty no means so general in 
our country as is desirable. In too 
many places such insensibility and 
vandalism prevail th at no tree.lins 
a chance to attain to imposing pro­ 
portions, the lieauty of complete 
development, or the interest which 
attaches to great age.

jo f the Federal Supreme 
Court 


Washington. March 2 2 .—Associate Justice 
Stanley M atthews, of the United States su ­ 
prem e court, died at 1 0 :5 5 o’clock this 
m oinicg. 
The last change in his condition 
occurred yesterday afternoon ut 3 o’clock. 
In the m orning he bad been feeling quite 
com fortable and cheerful. At that hour, how­ 
ever, the intense strain which inaiked the 
periods of decline occurred and held him un­ 
til death brought relief. Dr. William W. John­ 
so n was sum m oned, and finding his patient 
suffering so intensely adm inistered opiates, 
•which, toward m orning, induced a state of 
eem i-consciousness, iu w hich he rem ained 
■until the end. 
O ccasionally he w ould par-

and it was ow ing to his ow u belief that the 
favorable reports of the past w eek were 
given to those who inquired after his health. 
O nly yesterday m orning Justice M atthews 
was discussing with his fam ily various plauS 
for the future, w hen he Bhould be ab:©, as in 
the past, to take part in their execution. 
“But at no tim e since his return to W ashing­ 
ton ,’ saia one of the fam ily this morning, 
“have we rea’ly felt that there w as hops 
of his recovery." The funeral w iil probably 
take place at I p. m. Monday. 
The remains 
w ill be interred in the fam ily lot, Bpting Grovd 
cem etery, Cincinnati, but details w ill not 
toe perfected until the arrival of the dead 
Jurist's oldest eon.

HIS ILLNESS, 


Justice M atthews has been an iuvalid for a 
■year or more. 
During the w intet of 1887- 
1 888 he frequently com plained of indiges- 
t.on and m uscular rheum atism and as the 
spring wore qr began to suffer from obsti­ 
nate dtarrfmea, from which he lost a great 
deal o f strength and flesh. At this time it was 
n o u g h t that his great devotion to work w as 
t» a large degree responsible for his i Iness, 
us no doubt it was, aud acting upon the ad­ 
v ice or his physician and friends, who had 
aqeat hopes that a change of air m ight 
prove a last ng benefit, he w ent to Mas­ 
sachusetts, stopping for som e Lime at Lanox 
and then at Nantucket, but he continued to 
iose ground. 
During the sum m er he had 
several attacks of m uscular rheum 'tism as­ 
sociated w ith high fever which w ouid confine 
►him to his bed for several days at a lime, 
> In his return home he began to im prove 
som ewhat, but he continued to suffer from 
•the 
intercurrent 
attacks, which 
alw ays 
greatly reduced his strength aud flesh. T bese 
came on at intervals of three or four weeks. 
Betw een them he would have periods of 
marked 
im provem ent, and several tim es 
when Dr. Johnston was confidently hoping 
to be able to g et him out aoother attack 
would prostrate him and leave him weaker 
than ever. 
During last February he suffered 
greatly w ith a com plication of cystitis and 
iritis. 
About this tim e an ulcer of the cornea 
apjtcared, with an effusion into the pleural 
cavity, w hich w ere attributable to his rheu­ 
m atic condition. 
He recovered, however, 
Irom both of these latter com plications. For 
about eight w eeks previous to his final ill­ 
ness he h ,d been absolutely free from pain, 
and his physician and fam ily had great hopes 
of his ultim ate recovery. 
That hope was 
modified, how ever, by the fact that while he 
had a good appetite unci good digestion he 
DID NOT GAIN IN FLESH, 
although his strength im proved daily. 
At 
•this tim e he sat up during a part of each day 
nod waiked about his room and into the 
other rooms on the same floor. 
But about 
the 4th of March he had an acute attack of 
high fever, which lasted several days, and 
w hich v jr y much exhausted him. 
After this 
passed off he seem ed to be im proving, with 
a return of appetite, but a recurrence of the 
chills and fever a-soc:a:ed with cystitis still 
further added to hie exhaustion and debility. 
D u iin g all of this tim e, his pulse was exceed­ 
ingly feeble and the action of tho heart was 
sustained only by rem edies adm inistered for 
that purpose. 
Yesterday afternoon he had a 
prolonged chill aDd high fever, which brought 
on intense local suffering. 
This was fo l­ 
low ed in a few hours by another chill from 
w h ich he could net rally. 
He continued to 
1op« strength and died a few m inutes after 
1 0 o'clock this morning. 
The im m ediate 
•cause of death was exhaustion of the hear' 
■ana congestion of the kidneys, w ith a partial 
••suppression of the urine 
Besides his regu­ 
la r 
attendant, Dr. Will am W. Johnston, 
other em inent physicians, including Dr Will­ 
iam Fcpper of Philadelphia aud Dr. N?. 8 
Lincoln of W ashington, were called in con­ 
sultation from tirne to time.

R eligious serv­

RIOT AT FALL RIVER. 


T r o u b le B e tw e e n S tr ik e r s a n il W o r k ­ 
m e n R e t a in e d a t t h e F a ll 
K iv e r 
M ills . 
F all Rttek, Mass., March 22.—The first seri­ 
ous trouble of t he Fall Itlver strike occurred to­ 
nic bt at the Seaconnet mill. This mill is the 
only one which has made a determined attempt 
to run with “knobstick" help, and the strikers 
there have been the only ones in the citv to 
fratuer about the mill to make any disturbance. 
W hen tlie mill shut down to-night tho crowd 
near the mill gates and along the streets in the 
vicinity numbered over a thousand. 
As the 
working weavers came out they wore greeted 
with cries of d'aidon in French ami English. 
Finady the “knobsticks" replied to the taunts 
in kind. This was followed bv a volley of 
stones from the crowd, one of which struck a 
“knobstick’s’’ head. The man beside him im­ 
mediately turned and fired a pistol in the direc­ 
tion of the crowd, which promptly scattered aud 
replied with another volley of stone--. Tho 
police seized the man with the pistol in his 
hand, and hurried him to the station 
No one 
has been found that was injured by the bullet, 
although several 
were reported injured by 
stones. At the station the man arrested gate 
his name as Lewis Lapointe. The mill overseer 
found l»ail for him in $3U0. There were 538 
looms running at the mill to-day, with indica­ 
tions that a greater portion of the weave rooms 
would be running to-morrow.

this process. As salted Water does 
hot boil at so low a temperature as 
unsalted, therefore the meal is sub­ 
jected to a greater heat, and is pro­ 
portionately better cooked and much 
improved thereby.

First, boiling water 
dissolves it more quickly; second, 
the water lx*ing clear or transparent 
one can see that the soda is thor­ 
oughly .dissolved, while, if you add 
It td tniik, which, of course must be 
sour, or you would not be using so­ 
da with it. fermentation takes place 
sit once, thereby destroying all op­ 
portunities for seeing whether or not 
the soda is thorouglily dissolved.

A warm compress worn over the 
stomach at night, a saline sponge 
both taken two or three times a 
week, an

which can lie easily digested, are 
effective measures in a great many 
cases. If to these simple measures 
are added hot-water drinking—one 
or two glasses liefore each meal— 
and fomentations in the region of 
the stomach, taken just before retir­ 
ing for the night, signs of improve­ 
ment should be visible in a few 
weeks.

The poor creatures were all strug­ 
gling in the water, clinging to the 
boat and in imminent peril of their 
lives, when on top of a steep cliff ap­ 
peared a young lady on horseback— 
Grace Vernon Bussell. 
Her first thought was how to save 
these drowning women ami children. 
She galloped down the cliff—how, it 
is impossible to say—urged her horse 
into the surf, and beyond the second 
line of breakers, she reached the boat. 
She succeeded in bringing the worn- 
een a tad children on shore. There was 
still a man left, and shephmged into 
t he sea again and rescued him. 
So 
fierce was t he surf that, four hours 
were occupied in landing fifty per­ 
sons. As soon as they were on shore, 
the heroic lady, drenched with the 
sea foam, and 
half-fainting with 
fatigue, galloped off to her home, 
twelve miiesdistant, to send helpand 
relief to the rescued people on the 
sea beach. Her sister took up the 
work, and went back through the 
woods to the shore, taking with her 
provisions. 
Next day the rescued 
wore brought to her house, and cared 
for until they were sufficiently re­ 
covered to depart on their solitary 
ways. 
Not less brave was the conduct of 
a young woman in the Shetlands, 
who went to sea to save the lives of 
some fisherman when no one else 
would volunteer to go. A violent 
storm had broken over the remote 
island of Fust when the fishing fleet, 
the chief stay of the inhabitants, 
was at sea. Oue by one the boats 
reached the lmven in safety; but the 
last boat was still out, and it was 
observed by those ashore that she 
was in great difficulties. She cap­ 
sized, and the sailors were seen strug­ 
gling in the water. At this juncture, 
Helen Petrie, a slender lass, stepped 
forward and urged that an attempt 
to rescue them should be made at all 
hazards. The men said it was cer­ 
tain death to those who wished to 
put oft in such a storm. 
Nevertheless Helen Petrie was will­ 
ing to brave death. She hastily 
stepped into a small boat. Her sis­ 
ter-in-law joined her, and her father, 
lame of one hand, went in to take 
charge of the rudder. Two of the 
crew of the fishing-boat bad already 
disappeared, 
but 
two remained 
clinging to the upturned keel of their 
craft. It w as these the women went 
to save. After great exertions they 
reached the wreck. Just as they ap 
proached it, one of the men was 
washed off, and he would certainly 
have been drowned laid not Helen 
caught him by the hair and dragged 
him into the boat. The other man 
was also rescued, and the whole re­ 
turned to the haven in safety. Helen 
Petrie afterwards earned her bread 
in obscurity as a domestic servant 
until her death reminded people who 
knew the story of her existence.

The foreman of the section which 
extends south from this city on the 
Northern Pacific, brought the news 
on Monday morning that he had 
found the remains of a man on the 
track about a mile and a half this side 
of Crow Wing. Coroner Cross was 
immediately notified, and together 
with Dr. W. Hemsted, Undertaker 
Dean and the writer, proceeded to 
the place indicated by the section 
foreman. The remains were unknown 
to any of the party and were in a 
horrible state of mulitation, the body 
having been crushed by the cruel 
wheels of some passing train into a 
thousand pieces. 
A jury was sum­ 
moned and the testimony of the sec­ 
tion men taken, the verdict being in 
substance that the deceased came to 
his death by being run over by a 
Northern Pacific train during the 
night of the 24th or the morning of 
the 25th, and no blame was attached 
to tho company. The lx>dy was lying 
across the west rail and fragments of 
his clothes were strewn for some rods 
along the track; on the track also was 
found some gold and silver coin and 
a five dollar bill, amounting in all to 
$15.85. The remains were picked up 
and placed in a coffin and brought to 
the undertaking rooms of Losoy k 
Dean, where they were viewed by 
many, and among the curious was 
Charles Shontell, who lives in Crow 
W ing, and who had a desire to see if 
the remains wore not those of a man 
who hud called at his house on Sun­ 
day evening and asked for shelter 
during the night. His suspicions 
were correct and he identified the 
man as being the same. 
Mr. Shontell 
itati^s that when the man called him 
out that evening, ho stated that he 
was sick and wanted a place to sleep 
and as he was talking he fell to the 
ground but revived, and he was given 
a comfortable place to rest in and 
also some warm drink. In the morn­ 
ing he was gone, and had left without 
notifying the Shontell family. 
From 
this statement the conclusion is ar­ 
rived at that the man. who has since 
proved to be Mr. F. Erath, of Deer- 
wood, got up in the night and wan­ 
dered out on the track and was unable 
to go further and that an incoming 
train ran over him. 
Mr. R. F. Walters, who runs a boot 
and shoe establishment on 0th street, 
identified the remains as those of F. 
Erath. and stated that he had worked 
for him in his repairing shop since 
the middle of January. On Saturday 
at about 11 o'clock in the forenoon he 
got up from his work and put on his 
coat and went out of the back door 
without saying anything and he did 
not return. 
Mr. Walters is of the 
opinion that the old gentleman’s mind 


w a s affected and in a fit of temporary 
abberation he wandered out towards 
Crow Wing where he met his untime­ 
ly death. 
The deceased had lived at Deer- 
wood some time, coming there from 
Wright county with his son, where 
they took up land. About two years 
ago his sou was drowned, and since 
that time he has rented his farm and 
followed his trade as a cobbler. 
He 
has relatives living in the vicinity of 
Decrwood who took charge of the re­ 
mains, and had them buried in Ever­ 
green cemetery.

This is hor­ 
rible if true, for there is no telling 
how much disease has, and for that 
matter might yet result from the 
consumption of this character of 
food. A very severe penalty ought 
to be inflicted for an offense of this 
kind, if proven. The penalty under 
our present code is utterly inadequate, 
being simply a flne or impisonment 
in jail.

The hospital is capable easily of ac­ 
commodating 75 pationts. and on a 
pinch room could be made for at least 
a hundred. All employes of the com­ 
pany east of Helena are brought here 
for treatment in case of sickness or 
injury. 
Private individuals, that is, 
persons not employed by the com­ 
pany, desiring treatment can enter, 
the charge being only one dollar a 
day for nursing and lodging, and a 
doctors fee of 50 cents per day.

The Little Falls Cut-Off. 
The contracts for the grading of 
the cut-off from Little Falls to Staples 
Mills, were let the first of the week 
and work will bo commenced at once.

The case of the State vs. Frank Os­ 
borne, who was indicted for grand 
larceny in the first degree, was begun 
late Tuesday afternoon and occupied 
the time of the court nearly all day 
Wednesday. 
Our readers all re­ 
member the particulars of the case as 
stated at the time the robbery occur­ 
red. how Goo. Enough's ware house 
was broken into and over thirty dol­ 
lars worth of provisions stolen, and 
how part of these articles were found 
in a barrel at Mr. Osborne’s residence 
the next day. 
A great deal of inter­ 
est was manifested in this case and 
the court house was crowded all day. 
The case was given to the jury at 4 p. 
rn., and by 6 o .clock a verdict of 
guilty was found. The punishment 
for this offense cannot be less than 
five years in the penitentiary. A 
great deal of sympathy is expressed 
for the family of the accused, he hav­ 
ing a wife and two small children, 
the youngest being only six weeks old. 
A motion to set aside the verdict and 
grant a new trial has been made and 
will be argued next Monday. 
Bentley, the man who is supposed 
to have been with Osborne in com­ 
mitting the robbery and who was 
similarly indicted, plead guilty to 
grand larceny in the second degree. 
We understand Bentley has admitted 
that he took part in the robber}*, and 
has also made some statements as to 
the disposition of the balance of the 
stuff that could not be found. 
Yesterday Fred McNaughton was 
on trial for shooting Policeman Lewis, 
the indictment against him for assault 
in the first degree. 
Considerable 
difficulty was experienced in getting 
a jury, the regular list and two special 
venires being exhausted before one 
could be secured. The trial occupied 
all of yesterday forenoon and part of 
the afternoon, when it was suddenly 
announced that, with the consent of 
the county attorney, the defendant 
had withdrawn his plea of not guilty 
and plead guilty of assault in the 
second degree. This is punishable 
by from two to five years imprison­ 
ment. 
Last evening after tho McNaughton 
case had l>een disposed of. Max 
Shapiro, was placed on trial for as­ 
saulting Mike Remmels, of Daggett 
Brook. The indictment against Sha­ 
piro was for Assault in the second de­ 
gree. He was found guilty, not as 
indicted, but for assault in the third 
degree. A heavy fine or imprison­ 
ment in the county jail is tho penalty 
for this offense. 
The case of State vs. Max Shapiro 
for selling diseased meat, is on trial in 
the district court to-day. 
From the 
testimonp offered thus far. and from 
the statements made by tile county 
attorney, it seems that the state will 
attempt to prove thai Mr. Shapiro 
did, during tho latter part of last July, 
sell and expose for sale diseased 
pork. 
That the hogs before they 
were butchered, were badly diseased, 
and that Mr. Shapiro knew they were. 
That he only quit on being notified 
by the health officer that he would be 
punished if he did not. This is hor­ 
rible if true, for there is no telling 
how much disease has, and for that 
matter might yet result from the 
consumption of this character of 
food. A very severe penalty ought 
to be inflicted for an offense of this 
kind, if proven. The penalty under 
our present code is utterly inadequate,' 
being simply a tine or impisonment 
in jail.

Killed oil the Track. 


The foreman of the section which 
extends south from this city on the 
Northern Pacific, brought the news 
on Monday morning that he had 
found the remains of a man on the 
track about a mile and a half this side 
of Crow Wing. Coroner Cross was 
immediately notified, and together 
with Dr. W. Hemsted, Undertaker 
Dean and the writer, proceeded to 
the place indicated by the section 
foreman. The remains were unknown 
to any of the party and were in a 
horrible state of inulitation, the body 
having been crushed by the cruel 
wheels of some passing train into a 
thousand pieces. 
A jury was sum­ 
moned and the testimony of the sec­ 
tion men taken, the verdict being in 
substance that the deceased came to 
his death by being run over by a 
Northern Pacific train during the 
night of the 24th or the morning of 
the 25th, and no blame was attached 
to the company. The body was lying 
across the west rail and fragments of 
his clothes were strewn for some rods 
along the track; on the track also was 
found some gold and silver coin and 
a five dollar bill, amounting in all to 
$15.85. The remains were picked up 
and placed in a coffin and brought to 
the undertaking rooms of Loscy & 
Dean, where they were viewed by 
many, and among the curious w as 
Charles Shontell, who lives in Crow 
Wing, and who had a desire to see if 
the remains were not those of a man 
who had called at his house on Sun­ 
day evening and asked for shelter 
during the night His suspicions 
were correct and he identified the 
man a being the same. 
Mr. Shontell 
dates that when the man called him 
out that evening, he stated that he 
was sick and wanted a place to sleep 
and as he was talking he fell to the 
ground but revived, and he was given 
a comfortable place to rest in and 
also some warm drink. In the morn­ 
ing he w a s gone, and had left without 
notifying the Shontell family. From 
this statement the conclusion is ar­ 
rived at that the man, who has since 
proved to be Mr. F. Erath, of Deer- 
wood, got up iii the night and wan­ 
dered out on the track and was unable 
to go farther and that un incoming 
train ran over him. 
Mr. It. F. Walters, who runs a boot 
and shoe establishment on 6th street, 
identified the remains as those of F. 
Eratb. and stated that he had worked 
for him in his repairing shop since 
the middle of January. On .Saturday 
at about ll o’clock in the forenoon he 
got up from his work and put on his 
coat aud went out of the back door 
without saying anything and he did 
not return. 
Mr. Walters is of the 
opinion that the old gentleman's mind 
was affected and in a fit of temporary 
abb** rat ion he wandered out towards 
Crow Wing where he met his untime­ 
ly death. 
The deceased had lived at Deer- 
wood some tune, coming there from 
Wright county with his son, where 
they took up land. About two years 
ago his so h was drowned, and since 
that time he Has rented his farm and 
followed his trade as a cobbler. He 
has relatives living in the vicinity of 
Deerwood who took charge of the re­ 
mains. and had them buried in Ever­ 
green cemetery. 


A M odel In stitu tio n . 


The writer had occasion to call at 
the N. P. Sanitarium the first of the 
week to visit one of the patients of 
that institution. 
While there, Dr. 
Courtney, the chief surgeon in charge, 
kindly showed us through the various 
wards and departments of the build­ 
ing, and we were deeply impressed 
with the excellent manner in which 
the institution is conducted. The en­ 
tire building 
from 
basement 
to 
garret has been recently renovated 
and repainted, and a great many con- 
venient an I necessary articles of 
furniture have been added. The en­ 
tire building from the laundry and 
kitchen in tho basement, to the upper 
wards is at all times kept scrupulously 
neat and clean, and in perfect order. 
Everything seems to have a place, and 
is always to be found in that place. 
There are now about thirty patients 
iu the hospital, all of whom are get­ 
ting along nicely. This, we were in­ 
formed by the Doctor, is about the 
average number of patients on hand. 
The hospital is capable easily of ac­ 
commodating 75 patients, and on a 
pinch room could be made for at least 
a hundred. All employes of the com­ 
pany east of Helena are brought here 
for treatment in case of sickness or 
injury. Private individuals, that is, 
persons not employed by the com­ 
pany. desiring treatment can enter, 
tho charge being only one dollar a 
day for nursing and lodging, and a 
doctor's fee of 50 cents per day. Em­ 
ployes of the company having homes 
in the city and who do not care to go 
to the hospital are attended by the 
physicians in charge at their homes 
and all the medicine and drugs neces­ 
sary for their treatment can be ob­ 
tained at the hospital dispensary with­ 
out additional cost. As one passes 
through this institution and observes 
tho model manner in which it is con­ 
ducted, and notes tho air of cleanli­ 
ness "and order that provades the 
whole institution, he cannot help but 
be impressed with the wisdom of such 
an institution and the manner in 
which it is sustained.

The Little Falls Cut-Off.
